PARIS, Aug. 22—-The Poincaré re- 
ply to the British note issued to the 
press this morning is a formidable 
document filling 50 pages of a yellow 
book. It is the most important state- 
ment of the French case yet published 
and is designed to bring mere politics 
to an end and substitute genuine dis- 
cussions On economic grounds. After 
the British note of a week ago,the seri- 


ousness of the situation was realized 


in diplomatic and all thinking circles, 


_for if the bitter war of words was 


allowed to continue, the Entente was 


‘undoubtedly finished, and a new period 


of uncértainty and terrible troubles 
was opening for Europe. 

None could foresee the conclusion 
of the alarming possibilities in pros- 
pect, once France and England were 
definitely ranged in opposite camps. 
Economic ruin with a’war as the 
Sequel would become a pressing men- 
ace. With anxiety therefore was the 
note scanned, to see whether M. Poin- 
caré was content merely to express de- 
flance and continue the bitter dialec- 
tics with England. The strongest ad- 
vice, which, however, he did not need, 
was given to be more constructive and 
to aim at a solution of the devastating 
problem which had divided friends and 
had exasperated a former enemy,

| Led by Horace B. Gale, Natick, pres- 
‘ident of the Massachusetts Federation 
of Planning Boards, representatives 
of city planning boards and ether in- 
terested branches of municipal gov- 
ernments made a strong plea that the 
division of highways substitute for the 
| limitation of 12 by 25 feet which they 
/now propose to place on the size of 
billboards an outside limit of 5 feet 6 
inches by 8 feet. 

Twelve by twenty-five feet is the 
size of billboard required by the pres- 
ent standard sized poster, Mr. Gale 
said, and it was dissatisfaction with 
billboards of these dimensions that led 
the voters of the State to pass the 
constitutional amendment giving the 
division of highways power to regu- 
late and restrict outdoor advertising.

WELSH PROFESSOR ~ 
DISCOVERS A NEW 
PROCESS FOR COAL

LONDON, Aug. 22—After the Piron 
and Bussey processes already de- 
scribed comes a new discovery in the 
field of low temperature carbonization 


of coal made by Prof. S. Roy Illing- 
worth of the School of .Mines of 
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South Wales. Professor: Illingworth’s 
process is specially adapted .to small | 
coal, which it is said to treat at a) 
temperature of only 600 degrees Fah- 
renheit, as against 1050 in the Piron 
process, which Henry Ford is rumored 
to be financing. 

The treatment results in the pro- 
duction of 25 gallons of crude oil a 
ton, of coal, four gallons of motor’ 
spirit, a considerable quantity of sul- 
phate of ammonia, the residue being 
in the form of a smokeless fuel similar 
in calorific value to anthracite. 

This fuel has been extensively tested 
in boilers, and is understood to com- 
pare very favorably with the best 
Welsh coal. It is stated that steps 
will now be taken to erect a fully 
equipped experimental station, with a

AWAITING EUROPEAN SETTLER 


-Member of Legislative Assembly Urges Citizens of South 
to Hasten Development of Untouched Region 


PERTH, W. Aus., July 20 (Special 


Correspondence) —‘Filled with anxiety 
concerning the slow development of 


the north, and its bearing on the 
White Australia policy,” ‘were the

the’ Legislative Assembly, upon re- 
“turning from a trip to Darwin. Mr.

“The point of view of the people 
resident there should be known,” he 
says, “and the people further south 
ought to be in possession of the facts. 
We need awakening to the needs of a 
huge part of our State which, at pres- 
ent, is far from effectively occupied.

If ours is to be the hand to touch 
_ it, we will have to act promptly.”

Native Tribes 


This seems to have upset Mr. Da- 
vies, who points out that we shall 
have to “get a hustle on,” if we are 
to secure an influx of Europeans into 
the north.

~ Amid these great distances, they are 
wholly impressive, and even noble; 


but in the cities, they are objects of 
pity and contempt. The~xgovernments 
of Australia exercise a paternal care, 
and provide them regularly with ra- 
tions and blankets. There are also 
mission stations, where the freedom of 
the family life is permitted, under 
certain conditions. 

In Western Australia, official records 
show that the native population, in 
touch with civilization in a portion 
of the State, is estimated at 11,611, 
an increase of over 1130 for the pre- 
ceding 12 months. To the estimated 
number, however, must be added ap- 
proximately 10,000 full-blooded aborig- 
ines inhabiting the unsettled portions 
of the northern areas, who, except for 
missionary endeavor, have ‘hot come 
in close contact with the white man, 
Thus a grand total of about 21,611 
natives is reached, 


On the Cattle Stations 


An interesting phase of the activi- 
ties of the Aborigines Department is 
the operation of the Moola Bulla and 
Violet Valley cattle stations. These 
were established to supply meat for 
the natives of East Kimberley. The 
reports of the department show that 
these stations are run by native labor, 
under the direction of white officers, 
and, so far, have been carried on at.a 
profit. 

It is recorded that the Anglican n@g- 
tive mission on the Forrest River in 
the far north claims to have pioneered 
cotton culture in Western Australia. 
Under the tutelage of the Rev. Mr. 
Gribble, who planted Queensland cot- 
ton there in 1914,the aboriginals are 
showing marked aptitude in growing 
and harvesting the crop. Cotton, how- 
ever, is not the only product of the 
mission stations in these far-away 
places. Pumpkins, water melons, sweet 
potatoes, millet, maize, papaws, 
oranges, lemons, radishes, turnips, 
onions and kale grow very well, and 
so do peanuts.

FISH HATCHERY 


PRESENTED STATE. 


Hill Estate of 82 Acres Added 
to Maine Industry 


Mrs. Laura C. Hill of Augusta and 


Boston and her son, Percy V. Hill of 
this city, have presented to the State | 


of Maine the Spring Brook Fish 


Hatchery in North Augusta, which was | 


built by Governor Hill in 1911, said by , 
officials of the Fish and Game Depart- | 
ment to be superior to any of the 11. 
hatcheries now being operated by the 
State. Maine is paying about $3000 a 
year for spawn, and within a two-year 
period all of this can be raised at the 
Hill hatchery. 

The hatchery is six miles from the 
Augusta Post Office and comprises 82 
acres, in the center of which is a 
hollow or basin which is fed by innu- 
merable springs of water, the tem- 
perature of which does not vary from 
46 degrees in the winter to 55 in the 
summer. 

The hatching tanks, of which there | 


are 30, are housed in a wooden build- | | 
ing with a concrete floor. 


Each of. 
these tanks has a capacity for 80,000 | 
fish, giving a total of 2,400,000 fish. 
The tanks are arranged in series and | 
water is piped to run in from the} 
hidden springs, and is discharged by | 
underground outlets. The building is | 
heated by a hot water system and the 
second floor is finished into an apart- 
ment for the superintendent. About 
225,000 trout are now being reared 
and at the present time are on a mut- 
ton diet.

' FLORENCE, Italy (Special Corre-

treasures which have now been re- 
stored to the nation the Bible of Borso 
d’Este holds an important place, and 
its recovery is due to the generosity 
of a Milanese business man, Com- 
mendatore Giovanni Treccani, who, 
when it appeared on the Paris mar-~ 
ket, and seemed on the verge of be- 
ing secured for America, purchased 
it for about 5,000,000 Italian lire (the 
present equivalent of about £50,000) 
and presented it to the State.

F SPECIAL interest is the! 
group of cassoni in the Loan 


Exhibition of Italian Renaissance 
art at the Metropolitan Museum, rep- 
resenting, as it does, the variety of 
decorative treatment accorded this 
important article of furniture by the 
great artists and craftsmen of the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries, Paint- 
ing, architecture, and seulpture were 
called upon, according to the prevail- 
ing fashions of the day, to create a 
receptacle worthy of the prominent 
place and purpose of these chests. 
Often they were designed as marriage 
coffers and embellished in the most 
costly manner, although the earlier 
ones relied on fine proportion and flat- 
painted decorations for their effect. 
But as the renaissance love of splendid 
ornament and richness of form devel- 
oped, the architectural and sculptural 
aspects grew more and more conspic- 
uous until, in the second half of the 
sixteenth century, the cassoni had be- 
come so encrusted with the sculptor’s 
art that they resembled the elaborate 
sarcophagi of antiquity. 

Two examples of Florentine chests 
of the early fifteenth century show a 
wide range of style and painted orna- 
ment, much as in the painted furni-

ous chests from the Museum’s col- 
lection show the richness of gilded 
ornament in vogue about 1475; painted 
panels are introduced in the one for- 


merly in the Strozzi Palace, Florence, 


and the second is an entirely gilt 
cassone once in the famous Davan- 
zati Palace collection, with a magni- 
ficently sculptured frieze of mytholog- 
ical subjects in high relief. 

From the same collection is a pair 
of cassoni much simpler in design, 
made of walnut with carved orna- 
ment and bands of inlaid woods, 
which form of decoration was popular 
with the Florentines at this epoch. A 
carved walnut chest, Venetian, about 
1500, shows the influence of the 
antique sarcophagus in form and 
decoration; the low relief is char- 
acteristic of Venetian ornament of 
this period. Then there are three 
notable examples of high renaissance 
design, Roman chests of great mag- | 
nificence, adorned with boldly exe- | 
cuted carvings.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 22) 
(Staff Correspondence) —To bring 
peace down from the clouds, where, | 
too often sentimentalists have lodged | 
it; to set up war-reducing machinery | 
and make it operate; in short, to 
make a warless world in the midst 
of complex and competitive interna- 
tional contacts, this, in the opinion 
of Philip H. Kerr of London, is no: 
impossible task. Speaking this after- 
noon at the Institute of Politics be- 
fore the open conference on world | 
problems, of which he is the leader, 
Mr. Kerr planted his peace program | 
upon a recognition of the ground facts | 
which make for war. 

Peaceful adjustments, Mr. Kerr) 
maintained, may be brought vs 
through diplomacy and armaments. 
But such adjustments—if, on occasion, ' 
they make for peace—lead, also, to, 
occasional war. A world in quest of 
an alternative to this quasi-successful | 
system has come, he said, upon three, 
practical propositions: First, the 


League of Nations; second, the World| 


Court, and third, the outlawing of 


war. He declared: 


The question for today is how far will | 


these proposals help to solve these 
practical problems which le ahead” 
That is the test to which they will be 
brought. My own view is that they will 
all help but that none of them in them- 


selves will solve the problem. The fun- | 


damental case of the League of Nations 
is that for the first time it brings the 
representatives of humanity together, 
so that international questions can be. 
discussed in the light of the interests of 
humanity instead of through a contro- 
versy between two or more states, each 
asking, “Where do I come in?” 
Progress Through Conference 

The League of Nations is fundamcen- 
tally a method of conference. It can 
neither give decisions nor enforce them. 
But the world will never make progress | 
toward peace until all its peoples are | 
willing at least to talk business with | 
one another around a common table. , 


I am not, the least wedded to the exist- | 


ing covehant, which I think could be 
reatly improved, but the idea of the 

ague of Nations itself is bound to 
prevail. 

It is the same with the World Court. 
No court can settle disputed political 
questions. It would cease to be a court 
if it attempted to do so. But a court is 
essential for the peaceful adjustment of 
an immense mass of minor international 
problems. No country will refer such 
problems as Asiatic immigration or the 
,control of the Suez or the Panama 
Canal to a World Court, but all such 
questions as the interpretation of 
treaties or the application of inter- 
national law can be so referred, and 
therefore taken out of international 
political controversy.

Fed PRISON 


~ CONTINUES REFORM 


Hard Work to Prevail but It 
Will Be Usefully Directed and 
Devoid of Monotony 


LEEDS, Aug. 3 (Special Correspond- 


ence)——Wakefield Gaol, which has been 
in existence for over 300 years, has 


naturally witnessed many changes in. 


the prison system and treatment of 
offenders, and many progressive stages 
of reform have taken place there. 

Of late vears innovations have been 
adopted in the penal system, and 
Wakefield has been chosen as the cen- 
ter-in which -the latest efforts to re- 
“form the prisoner and waken a desire 
for better living are to be brought into 
play. In short, it is to be made a 
training institution. A public meeting 
has therefore been held at Leeds, at 
which Lord Hewart, the Lord Chief 
Justice of England, and Alexander 
Paterson,. Commissioner of Prisons, 
were the speakers, the experiments 
recently adopted at Wakefield now be- 
ing made known paeey for the first 
time. — 

The treatment meted sl is entirely 
different from ordinary prisons. It is 
not, however, a place where senti- 


mentality reigns and which is made so. 


attractive as to encourage repeated 
visits. Hard work will prevail, but 
this work will be usefully directed 


and devoid of the useless routine and 


monotony of the old system. 

’There will be no solitary confine- 
ment and all that tends to make a 
man morbidly introspective or give 
him an injured sense will be counter- 
acted by regular occupation and edu- 
cational opportunities. 

Well-fitted workshops have been ar- 
ranged and men will be afforded the 
privilege of learning some of the 
skilled trades, and thus be prepared to 
face the world again with something 
to their credit. Skilled instructors will 
thus take the place of the old-time 


warder and the conditions of living | 


will be more like what a home is, with 


community feeding and without re- | 


straint of conversation. There will 
naturally be provision for discipline | 
but the whole idea is one of construc- | 


tion rather than restriction. Opportu- | 


nities are given for games, the read- 
ing of news, except that relating to 
crimes, and so forth: debates will be. 


held and talks with visitors of good | 


character and influence. 

It is hoped that by bringing to light | 
this reform work in the prison the 
necessity for outside assistance in 
helping on discharged prisoners will | 
_-be more fully realized. 

This tremendously important work 
is not without great difficulties and 
every effort is heing made _ to. 

strengthen the existing discharged | 
prisoners’ aid associations in their 
work of getting those who have known | 
-the “lock-ups” re-established in the} 
world as honest men.

CEYLON S BUDGET 
SHOWS SURPLUS 


Island Has Credit Balance of 
13,500,000 Rupees | 


CALCUTTA, July 20 (Special Cor-) 
respondence)—The Ceylon budget is 
in pleasing contrast to those preva- 
lent in India. There was at the be- 
ginning of the present financial year 
a handsome ‘surplus amounting to 
13,500,000 rupees; no demand (for 
ifresh taxation; a revenue at least ex- 


pected to meet the expenditure of the 
current year; a moderate public debt 
incurred entirely for .public works. 
and productive enterprises. The taxa-— 
tion per head in Ceylon amounts to 
only £1.7, compared with £23.15 in 
the United Kingdom. The balance of 
13,500,000 rupees is being applied as 
follows: 10,000,000 rupees placed to 
reserve; 3,000,000 rupees as a war 
contribution to the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and 500,000 rupees as a war 
gratuity to returned Ceylon soldiers, 
and to safety measures on the north-. 
ern and main railway lines, which are 
‘continually apt to be washed. a--ay by 
severe floods. 

It may be remembered that early in 
the year Ceylon suffered severely 
from labor troubles, which it was. 
proved were inspired by imported 
Indian agitators. The Indian popu-. 
lation of the island is about 750,000, 
and prosperous Ceylon resented the 
activities of citizens of its powerful 
neighbor.

He 
seems to believe that the ebullition 
of this passion forms a sufficient an- 
swer to those who say that art should 
represent life, and that the art which 
misrepresents life is feeble art and 
false art.” To Mr. Howells,. however, 
the possible explanation seemed to lie 
in the “habit of hasty casuists to 
regard civilization as inclusive of all 
the members of a civilized commu- 
nity; ... the most refined, the most 
‘enlightened person has his moods, 
his moments of barbarism, in which 
the best, or even the second best, 
shal] not please him.

English dramatic literature is, of 
course, dominated by Shakespeare;

Eng)ish reader should measure the 
value of other poetic drama by the 
standards which Shakespeare has al- 
ready implanted in his mind.

Futiie efforts are being made to-alter or destroy in 
the public mind the image that is Calvin Coolidge. These 
| foolish motions are staged bg 
two opposing schools of thought. 
On one side are certain publica- 
tions whose chief function 1§ to 
tear down, rend asunder and 
scatter the fragments of ideals 
and institutions over the land- 
scape. These “radicals” are 

striving to pull aside a supposed veil that they declare 
ides the “real facts” of the Boston police strike. On 
the other hand, ‘“‘conservative’ newspapers of the Presr- 
dent’s party, needlessly alarmed, are trying either to pre- 
vent the alleged veil from being moved or to patch up 
a new one of their own making to take the place of the 
old one that they seem to fear may be torn. } 

All this is wasted energy. It is too late. ‘The Amert- 
can public has made a complete picture with fixed linea- 
ments and has labelled it “Calvin Coolidge.” It likes 
this picture. The portrait fits with the needs of the hour, 
and all the activities of both “liberal” foes and “stand- 
pat” friends of the President will not change it one iota. 
There might be some small chance of veil-tearing or 
image-breaking if President Coolidge had shown the 
slightest sign, since he was suddenly called to the Presi- 
dency, that the real Coolidge was in any detail different 
from the picture of him that has grown into the public 
thought. But he has not.. 

He has exhibited in action the same quiet determina- 
tion, the same tenacity of purpose, the same silent listen- 
ing to advice and information, the same disregard for 
temporary political expediency, the same independent 
resolve and execution at the right moment as the people 
believed he would use. The appointment of Mr. Slemp 
as the President’s secretary is an example of this. The 
effect of the unchanged Coolidge figure in the back- 
ground on the’ disputants in the coal controversy 1s 
another striking one.

President Coolidge has been the great figure behind 

us in the conferences. His reputation for fearlessness

It is perfectly plain that Calvin Coolidge, as Presi- 
dent, is gomg to live up to the reputation he has made, 
and that he is and will continue to be the Coolidge the 
people are convinced that he was and is.

During the war, much was heard of profiteering, and 


vigorous action was taken to combat it whenever pos- 
sible. Of late, however, not so much has ‘been heard 
concerning it, but from: this assertion by Mr. Nicholas 
it ‘vould certainly appear that, in the field of gasoline 
anyhow, such profiteering hasshad an almost unchecked 
career. There is a vast difference between a normal profft 
and unwarrantable profiteering which really amounts to 
little more than deliberate stealing. That honesty is the 
best policy is often preached as a fundamental of moral- 
ity for the individual, but in the case of some corpora- 
tions it would appear that occasionally those responsible 
for their policy appear to believe that the opposite is 
‘the case. 


TAKEN as a whole, the million or more retail mer- 


chants of the United States have probably a greater politi- 
cal influence than any 
number of voters. They are 
Republicans, Democrats, liberals, 
conservatives, or progressives. 
They read the newspapers and 
trade journals. . Next to their 
own business, they are interested 
in everything: that beat Tas for the 
prosperity of the country. They know that their income 
depends upon the purchasing power of their customers, 
and are naturally desirous that earnings of the farmers 
or workers should be large, so that they may have more 
money for buying goods. Many thousands of them have 
had a practical demonstration of the benefits of national 
prohibition in the increased sale of dry goods, groceries. 
hardware, or whatever their line may be, during the past 
three years. ; 

They have seen, for example, the money that formerly 
went into the tills of the saloon keeper used to pay for 
clothing, food, and other necessities!’ They have seen 
a national drink bill amounting at retail prices to many 
hundred millions of dollars cut down to the compara- 
tively few millions paid by the wealthier classes to boot- 
leggers. And they are not inclined to favor a return to 
conditions that were responsible for many of the bad 
cebts, and the limited buying, that were a feature of the

Prohibition

days of “liberty,” when it was perfectly legal to sell the 
habit-forming drug alcohol in its various beverage forins. 


- Many merchants were convinced prohibitionists, who 


believed that the liquor traffic was an evil thing that could 
only be stamped out by a nation-wide ban on the manu- 
facture and sale of alcoholic beverages. Of those who 
did not accept prohibition a large percentage have been 
converted by the cold logic of facts coming under their 
own observation. They have been doing sums in simple 
arithmetic, and have found that two or three dollars per 
week saving from the saloon means that much more 
money for buying other things, or, in part, for a savings 
bank account. When the forces that are working for 
repeal of the Volstead Act, or nullification of~ the 
ighteenth Amendinent, collide with the enlightened 
self-interest of the Aimerican merchants, they are destined 
to receive a shock that will convince them of the magni- 
tude of the task they have undertaken. 


SOME years ago the Chicago Tribune, having indis- 
creetly announced in a headline, “Henry Ford is an 
Anarchist,” was straightway 
sued for $1,000,000 in libel by 
that outraged billionaire. We 
use the word “billionaire” ad- 
| visedly, for in conversation with 
Cents for Libel | his latest biographer, Mr. Allan 

_ y=. Benson, Mr. Ford said of his 
g Gsacpursaet Ha company, which he owns wholly : 
“] have no doubt that we could capitalize what we have 
for a billion dollars and sell the stock if we wanted to.” 
The Michigan jury, however, which listened for some 
weeks to an impressive array of evidence from college 
professors, editors, bishops, political economists, war 
correspondents, and mere millionaires as to the anarchis- 
tic tendencies of Mr. Ford, cut down the sum asked in 
damages just $999,999.97—awarding the plaintiff three 
cents. It may be noted in passing, however, that the 
original million did not wholly fail to appear in the final 
accounting. Mr. Ford and the Tribune are heartily 
agreed upon one point, namely, that the lawyers got all 
that, and more. 

Now comes for the delectation of those interested in 
legal controversy another libel ‘suit. This time ‘the 
grievance is almost the antithesis of that of which Mr. 
ord complains. It seems that Senator Brookhart, a 
radical statesman of Iowa to whom plutocrats are as hate- 
ful as anarchists, has accused Mr. E, T. Meredith, former 
Secretary of Agriculture, of too great intimacy with the 
former class. Employing a vernacular which implies 
familiarity with what was once America’s typical in- 
door sport, Senator Brookhart said that Mr. Meredith 
“sat in the ‘Wall Street game’’——-a charge which, if sub- 
stantiated, would be fatal to the political prospects of 
any Mississippi Valley statesman. Wherefore Mr. 
Meredith seeks damages in-the exemplary sum of thirty 
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Three Cents | 
and Thirty 


cents. 


Comparison of these two cases is fairly forced upon 
us. Ford, the man of many millions, demanded one more 
as balm for injured dignity. Meredith, a farmer-editor, 
follower of two callings neither of which is at present a 
passport to wealth, though the editors make less noise 
over their penury than the farmers, and are not building 
up an editorial bloc for the stabilization of salaries— 
Meredith, we note, fixes the measure of his injuries at 
thirty cents! bee. 

Why this marked divergence in the worth to two 
eminent men of their personal dignity affronted by 
libelous utterances? Shall we say that each employed the 
financial figures to which he was most accustomed ? 
Away with such a slur on the farmers—to Mr. Meredith, 


in his capacity as editor, we admit it might apply. And _ 


if to charge Mr. Ford falsely, as the jury found, with 
anarchistic affiliations was to be atoned by the payment to 
him of three cents, isn’t there danger that a jury may 
find that Mr. Meredith was complimented by. being 
depicted as a player in “the Wall Street game”’ and charge 
him a good, round Wall Street sum for such flattery? 

Senator Brookhart declares, ‘“We'll get a farmer jury 
and fight it out.” All we have to'say is that if the farmer 
jury learns as much about the Wall Street game and 
the ways of politicians, as the Michigan jury did about 
anarchy and the mental processes of millionaires, the case 
ought to be set down as one of:the educational events of 


the year.

If 
tobacco is such a fine thing, why dont its victims re- 
joice?”’ “Did you ever think what would become of the 
tébacco habit if there were no profit in selling tobacco? 
How long would it last, and how rapidly would it spread? 
\Was anyone ever born with a taste for tobacco?” 

Even. if one ignores every consideration except the 
financial aspect of the situation, the results are startling, 
to say the least, although it may appear to some that, in 
an effort to make his points, Mr. Bufbank overstates 
his case slightly. He says, for instance, that if the money 
that the American people are wasting for tobacco were 
invested in homes, every man and woman could haye a 
home, free from debt, before reaching the age of 50. 
To arrive at this conclusion, Mr. Burbank uses the figure 
of $1 a day as a smokers average expenditure, giving 
a total of about $10,000 at the end of thirtv years. Even 
reducing this amount to twenty cents a day, however, 
this means that at the age of 50 the average smoker 
would have in the bank the substantial sum of well over 
$3000, which would certainly help considerably toward

the attainment of that desideratum of many an American 
family, a home of their own. And very few will cavil 
at the statement that the average smoker uses twenty 


‘cents a day for his smoking expenses. 


Mr. Burbank hits the nail on the head when he de- 
clares that the truth will never be known about tobacco 
so long as the great tobacco companies are able to spend 
millions of dollars to build up and maintain businesses 
with which to poison the people for a profit. And what 
are the methods employed to that end? They are staring 
at us from all sides, As Mr. Burbank urges: ‘Billboard 
advertising, newspaper advertising, magazine advertis- 
ing, search evefy nook and cranny of the country for 
victims. In this way, millions upon tnillions of dollars 
are spent bv the tobacco interests every year. It seems 
almost as if there is no escape for each new generation 
as it comes along. No matter where a boy may be, 
tobacco advertising reaches him, pleads with him and 
urges him to be a fool, to injure his health, decrease his 
happiness and shorten his life, that the tobacco interests 
inay gather more millions.” When will the American 
publi¢, and the people in the other countries of the world 
also, awaken to the recognition-of this fact?

The present is a generation committed to the whole- 
sale writing of memoirs. Persons, significant and insig- 
nificant, press upon a credulous public their inmost 
thoughts and experiences. It is, too, a time of loose think- 
ing; hence much is. said and‘ published which will be 
regarded later as irrelevant, even repellent. Nowadays 
writing manifests a morbid self-analysis, often an 
acquired pose. But, turning back to the diaries of other 
generations, there is discernible an engaging freshness and 
naturalness altogether unfamiliar today. 

Memoirs, it may safely be assumed, have temporarily 
taken the place of diaries, and writets of these alwavs 
have a calculating eye upon their audiences, especially 
when they are Colonel Repingtons and Margot Asquiths 
making disclosures to shock both political and social cir- 
cles. -Not.so Mr. Pepys, Mr. Evelyn, or their lesser asso- 


' ciates, the Oliver Heywoods or the Lady: Anne Cliffords, 


among diarists. For in those days of favish leisure, they 
set down the minutest happenings, the most trivial im- 


.pressions,’more as a means of self-expression than with 


any other end in view. They had no thought of writing 
for posterity and therefore were utterly unselfconscious. 
Can anything be more absolutely fascinating, more reveal- 
ing, than a study of these diaries, mirroring clear reflec- 
tions of vanished scenes and habits? Diaries are not only 
genuine historical records; much more, for they unveil 
character. For instance, the Lady Anne Clifford who 
lived at Knole House, in the reign of James I, set down 
one 8th of March: “I made an end of reading Exodus. 


After supper I played at Glecko with the steward as I 
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often do after dinner and supper.” It is to be hoped, 
for the sake of posterity, that modern authors will write 
fewer memoirs and more diaries. 
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A LETTER to the editor of The Times of London from 
Edward Price Bell at the London office’ of The Chicago 
Daily News contains so vigorous and logical a presenta- 
tion of the prohibition question from the British-Ameri- 
can standpoint that it merits a world-wide audience.

It behooves the statesmen of the English- 
speaking nations to come to grips with it, and to solve 
it, not in accordance with the interests of rumrunners 
and bootleggers, whatever their nationality, but in 
accordance with the interests of the English-speaking 
family as a whole—interests that are the interests of 
humanity.

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A Night in a Russian Train

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TIKHORETSKAYA, July 6 (Special Correspondence )—The 
twenty-four hours’ train ride from Tsaritsin to Tikhoretskaya 
leads over a very empty stretch of steppe country, where the 
endless sweep of the treeless plains is only occasionally broken 
by a herd of cattle, a group of camels, or an infrequent village. - 
The lack of picturesqueness in the scenery, however, is more 
than compensated by the constant and vivid flow of conversa- 
tion from the fifty or sixty passengers who are crowded, with 
their baggage and miscellaneous belongings, including several 
dogs, into the Russian third-class car. 

Russian passenger cars, it’ should be explained, are ex- 
pressively divided into two classes, “hard” and “soft.” From 
Tsaritsin there are no “‘soft’”’ cars. There are rows of wooden 
benches along the sides and in the center of the car. In the 
upper part of the car there are broad shelves, where anyone 
who can stand‘the stifling heat sleeps along with the baggage. 

Almost all Russians love to talk about anything in the 
world, and a communal car of this kind gives them an excellent 
chance to air their views. On one’s ears fall scraps of ani- 
mated discussion about the most varied subjects. In one cor- 
ner of the car a group threshes out the question of who are the 
laziest people in the world. ‘The claims of the Tartars, the 
Armenians, the Greeks and the Italians are all argued in 
detail, and the prize is awarded to the Armenians. oe 
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A stocky Kuban Cossack, a former soldier in General Deni- 
kin’s White Army, denounces the Government for the heavy 
taxes which it imposes upon the peasants and for its anti- 
religious attitude. A fair-haired Siberian peasant woman, who 
has been traveling for twelve days from Irkutsk, in eastern 
Siberia, comes to the defense of the Government. The Cos- 
sack relapses into a sullen silence. ‘The Siberian womati's hus- 
band, a large peasant with drooping mustaches, who looked as 
if he might have been one of .Maxim Gorky’s philosopher- 
tramps, had been banished from his native country, in the 
Kuban, for his revolutionary activities. Now he was return- 
ing to his old home with his Siberian wife and child. 

A dark young Caucasian mountaineer, who seemed stifled 
in the close atmosphere of the car, walked to the door, opened 
it and stood out on the platform. At this moment the conduc- 
tor entered the car and ordered him to leave the platform, on 
pain of a fine of three gold rubles. The entrance of the con- 
ductor was a signal for bedlam to break loose. How many 
chilovyeks (persons) did he think the car could hold? What 
did he mean by letting in more passengers than there were 
places to hold them? Why didn’t he open the windows and . 
give them a little air? 
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“Why, the higher railroad inspection would blame me for 
not putting more people into this, car,” retorted the conductor. 
This elicited a chorus of jeers and shouts. “There is no higher 
inspection on this line, and there never will be any,” cried the 
young mountaineer. The conductor adopted a more concilia- 
tory tone. 

“The railroad administration has been cutting down, so 
there are only two conductors on the train, instead of five or 
six. Thus I haven’t time to attend to everything--'[s—there 
anyone in the oven?” he added, peering into the murky depths 
of the upper shelves. Then he made his escape, followed by the 
half-playful abuse of the passengers. , 

The coming of night was the occasion for a new prolonged 
discussion. ‘“We Russians insist on keeping the windows shut,”’ 
someone observed. ‘“The night air blows too hard,” said 
someone else. This started a general debate, part of the pas- 
sengers insisting they would freeze if the windows were open 
and others declaring just as strenuously that they would suf- 
focate without fresh air. 

One left the crowded smoky car at the Tikhoretskaya junc- 
tion with some regret. A'‘night in a Russian “hard” car is not 
very easy on the bones; but there is no place, perhaps, where 
one can get a better cross-section of Russian life. 


The Rainy Days of Japan

Mists curling about the sharp-edged mountains that tower 
from the sea and gently falling rain from a gray sky seem 
more characteristic of Japan than does sunshine. Statistics 
tell the tale of the moist climate of the country, of how one 
city averages 226 wet days a year and the driest of all has 145 
days of rain. The American living in Kyoto or Tokyo, where 
sidewalks are virtually unknown and the streets become 
veritable lakes of mud, is provoked into believing that the 
Japanese should adopt as their national emblem the umbrella 
and the high wooden sandals that raise them above the slushy 
puddles. ot the thoroughfare. 

The nyubai, the rainy season that comes with the hot 
weather of June, quickens the life of plants, whose growth 
from day to day can almost be perceived, but it wilts men. The 
beauty of the cherry blossom season is a breathless beauty that 
is grasped hurriedly, for there is always present the conscious- 
ness that with the coming of the night a storm may rise with 
rain and wind that will sweep the delicate pink petals from 
the branches of the trees. No plans can be safely made in 
Japan except with a proviso for alteration in case of rain. 
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And yet, despite the mud and the discomfort of being wet, 
rain is a thing of beauty in Japan. The wood block prints 
most prized by the Japanese themselves are those in which 
rain slants across the face of the picture, or falling snow par- 
tially obscures the outlines of buildings and human beings. 
On a rainy morning every jinrikisha at the corner stand is 
pressed into use. The little carriages are tightly closed to 
protect their occupants, but the *rikisha puller is exposed to 
the elements. 

There are few more picturesque sights to be found than 
the ‘rikisha man of Japan, if he be young and strong. He 
runs gently through the rain without apparent effort, the 
‘rikisha trailing behind him. His: well-muscled brown legs 
are bare except where they are splashed with mud. Cloth 
shoes with rubber soles and with a pocket for the great toe 
are on his feet. White trunks like those of the college track 
man of America are topped by a tight-fitting black sateen 
jacket or by a square-cut coat of dark blue, the emblem of 
his firm stamped or embroidered on the back. A stiff cap 
or a wide mushroom hat completes the costume. 

‘Farmers, leading their horses through the streets of the 
city to the market place, are garbed in rice straw that’ makes 
each seem to be a living haystack. Dainty Japanese maidens 
pick their way through the mud, their outer kimono of dark 
materials tucked up and showing underskirts of scarlet, saf- 
fron or bright blue. Everywhere are oiled-paper umbrellas 
of Japan, their subdued colors softened even more by the 
gray rain,
